tivity. On this day, the festival of 
Simchas Torah, the Syna^og is the 
scene of much merriment, and the 
congregation 
marches about with 


flags, the esrig, a fruit, the lulav, a 
plant, and the scroll of Torah. 


Tho festival 
of Succoth, which 


means tabernacle, is in commemmo- 
ration of the tabernacle built in the 
desert by the Jewish people. There- 
fore, each year a Succoh or tempor- 
ary tabernacle with a roof of leaves 
and interior decorations of fruit 
i<? 


built In Appleton, and the people of 
the church eat their meals there. 


Rabbi Paul Bender will preach 


sermons at tho synagog Saturday 
and Sunday morning, Sept. 29 and 
30. 


Originally 
this holiday 
was a 


thanksgiving for the fruit of har- 
vest, and lasted seven days. On each 
of these days the people of the com- 
munity in Palestine gathered at the 
local shrine, offered sacrifices there, 
and participated in a public feast. 
With the establishment of the Tem- 
ple, another day was added and the 
holiday began to assume a universal 
significance. 


ELABORATE RITUAL 


Aside from the public rejoicings 


at the Temple, there was instituted 
a highly elaborate ritual. On each 
of the seven days there was offered 
a set of sacrifices to reconcile all na- 
tions to God, whereas the sacrifices 
of the eighth day were reserved tor 
ittie Jewish people. Great importance 
'was attached to the ceremony of !i- 
bation of water. It was regarded as 
symbolic of ram, and it was thought 
that at Tabernacles judgment was 
passed regarding rain. 
But above 


all, this holiday was distinguished 
by its festivity taking place within 
the precincts of the Temple—a fes- 
tivity which attained its height -n 
the evening of the celebration of rhe 
libation of water. 


With the destruction of the Tem- 


ple all practices bound up with the 
Temple disappeared. But those ous- 
toms and ceremonies that could b-2 
given due expression in the Synagog 
and the home persisted throughout 
the ages, and observant Jews still 
fcuHd a Succah to remind them that 
their forefathers once dwelt in such 
booths. However, modern 
Jewish 


people stress the liturgy in the Syn- 
agog and the expression of joy and 
gladness that makes this holiday the 
Jewish Feast of Thanksgiving.

ebrate the* festival of Succoth, but 
from now until next summer church 
services will be held regularly every 
Friday night in the Temple.

He was reputed to have the power 
to make or break those aspiring to

over the Indiana legislature of 1925. 
Then came his sudden fall. 


Shortly after a disagreement with 


Hiram W. Evans, imperial wizard 
of the klan, and attempts to form 
a separate organization to further 
Stephenson's political power,

Indianan was arrested, April 2, 1923, 
on a murder charge in connection 
with the death of Miss Oberholtzer.

rollmcnt resulted Jn an increase of 
approximately 40 freshmen at Law- 
rence college this year, and the addi- 
tional number will be all boys, ac- 
cording to a report from the college 
office. 
Last year 45 per cent of tho 


freshman class was boys, and 55 per- 
cent girls; this year the ratio Is re- 
versed, with 55 per cent boys and 
45 per cent girls. 


The .increased enrollment Is a re- 


sult of the 
policy of a 
general 


strengthening of Lawrence scholas- 
tically and financially, and a re- 
covery from three factors 
which 


have tended to decrease the enroll- 


• ment within the past 
few years. 


These factors were the 
raising of 


the entrance standards, the Increased 
tuition, and the greater competition 
brought about by the granting of de- 
grees by the state normal schools. 


HIGHER STANDARD 


The increased 
entrance require- 


ments have brought about a higher 
calibre of students, 
as shown by 


this year's English placement tests, 
which placed the average 
of Law- 


rence freshman 
14 points higher 


than the general average. Also eight 
of the 10 honors students of the Ap- 
pleton high school are enrolled in 
this year's freshman class. 


When the Lawrence tuition was 


raised, the money gained was put 
into improved instruction, and as a 
result Lawrence now has a faculty 
roll which boasts more professors 
with earned doctor's 
degrees than 


any college in the middle west, and 
its number ranks with any univer- 
sity In proportion to its size. Law- 
rence's nearest competitor 
in this 


} respect has only three-fourths as 
'many doctors, and the next nearest 
Thas only one-third as many. There 


no part time instructors on the 


.wrence faculty, and with the ex- 
iption of additions there have been 


few changes in. the faculty list for 
several years. 


THRE,E WRITE BOOKS

RESPONSIBILITY . 


Gov. 
Smith is a little late—four 


years in our opinion—to invoke Tea- 
pot Dome against a Republican norm- 


, nee for president. We agree entirely 


with his Montana declaration that the 
Republican party was responsible for 
the Harding-Fall oil scandal. It de- 


' served a crushing rebuke by the 


people. It was one of the most corrupt 
and damnable conspiracies in our 
whole history. There was not one fact 
or circumstance to mitigate its rotten- 
ness. The time, however, for the coun- 
try to have visited its displeasure upon 
the Republican party for this monu- 
mental offense by turning it vout of 
power was in 1924, when all of the 
facts were known.

My correspondent kindly sends a reprint from 


the bulletin of the Antlvcnin Institute of Amer- 
ica, Notes on Ncarctic Poisonous Snakes and 
Treatment 
of the 
Bites, by Dr. Afranlo Do 


Amaral, noted for his work in this field In the 
Brazilian Institute at Glenoldcn. Pa. In this ar- 
ticle Dr. Amaral advises that when there Is no 
anti\renin at hand, it is well to apply a torniquet 
above the bite, tightly at first, but partially re- 
leased for a few seconds at five or 10 minute 
intervals so as to maintain the necessary cir- 
culation in the limb. He says there is no particu- 
lar advantacp in making an incision not in ap- 
plying permanganate of potassium solution or 
crystals, or any or the other chemical agents, 
commonly recommended for snake bite. In fact 
it Is advisable to avoid any further mutilation 
or Injury of thp tissues, this authority assures 
us, because of the Increased danger of tetanus 
or other secondary Infection. 


Dr. Amaral says that it has been shown that 


potassium permanganate must be used in such 
concentration, to have any effect on the venom, 
that It injures the tissues. 


Dr. Amaral says that alcohol or any other 


stimulant may help in the distribution of the 
venom through the body, bv exciting, the circu- 
lation, and 
he 
favors the Use of caffein or 


strychnin if symptoms of giddiness or weakness 
develop. 


In a previous article about snake bite I advised 


the torniquet, then ircision of the wound or fang 
punctures to favor bleeding, then permanganate, 
and I said this Is good first aid treatment 
•whether one has intlvenin In the emergency kit 
or not. I note that Dr. Amaral advises that no 
torniquet be applied if one has the antisnake bite 
serum at hand to administer Immediately, for 
the torniquet would "prevent the antidote from 
reaching the area where the venom is presum- 
ably concentrated—about the site of the bite. 


This intivenin is now prepared here in the

at the time than the dashing valor 
of Cantigny and Chateau Thierry, 
tho Meuse-Argonne offensive stands 
out in the records of the xvar depart- 
ment as the supreme achievement 
of the 
American 
Expeditionary 


Forces m France. After 47 days of 
desperate combat in the xx-ilderness 
of the Argonne. the Yanks accom- 
plished what six months before had 
appeared impossible, 
driving the 


Germans from almost impregnable 
positions. 


The St. Mihiel offensive earlier in 


September had reduced the last sal- 
ient in the German lines and the Al- 
lies were compelled to stage a fron- 
tal attack. The Meuse-Argonne ter- 
ritory 
formed 
the bottle 
neck 


through which the Germans plan- 
ned to make orderly withdraxvals as 
the Allies pushed them back. 
No- 


xvhere else on the western 
front 


xvere their defenses built on such 
solid foundations. 


On the rolling hills and in the al- 


most impenetrable forest, the Ger- 
mans had five lines of defense. The 
first x\-as the famous 
Hindenburg

denburg line 
was a support line 


known as the Hagen Stellung xvhile 
farther to the rear xvas a poxverfully 
organized system of trenches. 


For launching the attack in con- 


junction with the ad\-ance of allied 


forces along the entire front, Gener- 
al Pershing had 
tho greatest con- 


centration of 
American troops in 


history. There were 22 American di- 
visions and a total of 631.405 men. 
Under Pershing's command xx'ero al- 
so 138,000 French xvhile the German 
and Austro-Hunsanan forces 
num- 


bered 607.212. At the beginning of 
the operation, there xvere 50S United 
States airplanes in the Argonne sec- 
tor. 


The roar of 2.773 American and

retary's Office 


Madison— (ff)—The 
secretary of 


state's ofllce is now mailing to coun- 
ty clerks the certificates of nomina- 
tion, in which they are officially no- 
tified of the names of persons nomi- 
nated for state and legislative of- 
fices in the September primary. 


Tho notices are going out 
fully 


two weeks .ahead of the time they 
usually go and that much ahead of 
the date on which they must, under 
the law. 


The law requires that the certifi- 


cates be in the hands of the county 
clerks 25 days ahead of the general 
election date. 


A peculiar quirk in the election 


aws was revealed by the secretary 
of state's office coincident with 
the 


ssuance of the certificates. It was 
remedied only by the 1927 legisla- 
ure. Tho old law read that candi- 
dates filing 'for office as independ- 
ents, must have their names fifed 
vitli the secretary of state 30 days 
jcfore election. This was found to 
come out invariably on a Sunday, 
he election date always being1 on a 
Tuesday.

make the Monday following the leg- 
al date (Sunday) the 
semi-official 


last day for filing, but the .secretary 
of state's oflice asked the attorney 
general for an opinion.

classes, according to Mr. Teesdale 
that caused by the explosive effecl 
and that caused by flying debris. 
The explosive 
effect, 
usually the 


more serious, occurs as a result of 
the difference in atmospheric pres- 
sure tot up by a tornado between the 
inside and outside of a building. The 
sudden drop In external air pressure 
produces an internal pressure which 
frequently results in the blowing out 
of some part of the building.

St. Louis tornado last September 
and the Rockford cyclone indicate 
that from 10 to 15 per cent of the 
outside walls and a similar area In 
the roof should be vented," Mr.
